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THE PUBLIC MEETING, 


The meeting of ratepayers on 
Thursday evening was largely 
attended. The affairsof the town 
were presented in a most business 
like and up to date fashion, and 
the ratepayers seemed _ well 
pleased with the straight forward 
manner in which everything was 
presented to them. 

R. B. Welliver made several 
statements of policy which we 
feel assured cannot be backed up 
by many citizens. He was_ in 
favor of the water system, but 
was opposed to the sewers. He 
thought that expenditure could 
have been saved the town. We 
contend water works are no use 
without sewers. If we have 
water mains we must have sewers 
to carry off the water again to 
save disease. It is a well known 
fact thatevery town of any size 
west of the great lakes has- had 
a typhoid epidemic before they 
could establish sewers. But Red 
Deer has established the system 
before any great out break has 
occurred here... But we claim 
none to soon. This fall more 
typhoid cases were reported in 
Red Deer than ever before, and 
what next year and a few years 
hence would bring forth is hard to 
say if we did not have a proper 
system of sewerage to purify the 
town and keep things in order. 
Certainly it was not a stroke of 
polioy for Mr. Welliver to make 
such a break. He also con- 
demned the Council for its action 
in disposing of the mill property. 
But the mayor showed pretty 
conclusively the town was not 
much the loser in the deal, and 
even ifit was it could not be 
avoided, Citizens were rather 
surprised there was so little to 
kick about and went away from 
the meeting feeling like sup- 
porting an administration that 
could show such a good record. 


WE ARE DULY SAT UPON. 


The Calgary News Says: 


“The nice little prudish airs 
that the dear little Red Deer News 
puts on these days is enough to 
give a full grown person the 
“‘gollywabbles.”’? As to its foolish 
twaddle about the Daily News all 
that is necessary for the Red 
Deer News to say that it 1s really 
shocked and to ask that the 
Daily News be stopped and the 
trick will be done.

A PROTEST ENTERED. 


According to dispatches yes- 
terday Dr. Clark’s election in 
Red Deer riding has been pro- 
tested. The dispatch says the 
election of six of the Alberta 
members has been protested, the 
papers in connection with the 
various protests being filed with 
Alexander Taylor, clerk of the 
Supreme Court, Edmonton, Mon- 
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day morning. 

The members whose seats have 
been protested are Hon. Frank 
Oliver, Edmonton; Wilbert 
McIntyre, Strathcona; Dr. Clark, 
Red Deer; J. Magrath, Medicine 
Hat; John Herron, McLeod; and 
M. S. McCarthy, of Calgary. 
As it stands at present the three 
Liberal candidates elected in the 
northera part of the province 
have been protested, while the 
same applies to the Conservatives 
in the south. The only seat not 
protested is that of W. A. White, 
of Victoria. 

In the petition filed with the 
elerk of the court this morning in 
regard to the election of Hon. 
Frank Oliver the assertion is 
made that his nomination papers 
were not properly attested, and 
that bribery and corruption were 
employed. 

In the other cases the petitions 
are practically alike, being 
charges of corruption, such as 
the offering of bribes either in 
money or other valuable assets, 
the securing of votes by threats 
and numerous other charges. ‘he 
petitions will be brought before a 
judge of the Supreme 
specially appointed to investigate 
such cases.

The London Daily Mail speak-

volcano,.”’ 

And such are the people whom 
some well intentioned advisers 
tell us should be admitted freely 
into Canada on the ground, for- 
sooth, that the Hindoos are 
“British subjects!” 


The Sorel wharf is now pretty 
well at the bottom of the Rich- 
elieu River. Two hundred feet 
of it tumbled into the water on 
Friday says the Mail and Empire. 
This following the 500 feet 
similiarly swallowed up in the 
stream previously, is a bad reco- 
mmendation for what remains of 
the structure, Shippers are likely 
to give this fragment a wide berth. 
The wharf was built only five years 
ago, but it had .a longer life than 
the Laurier Tower, or the Quebec 
bridge, whose ruins are piled 
high 4s monuments to the rotten- 
ness of the work done under the 
present Government.

we heard rumblings of a coming 
fight between Japan and _ the 
United States, now it looks as 


though an alliance had been 
formed between these two nations 
and perhaps Great Britain with 
them. Such an alliance would 
rule the seas and tend to keep 
peace among the nations.

$3.50 to $4.50, a margin of 771-2 
per cent. in favor of Chicago, 
averaging respective quotations. 

The order recently placed by 
the British War Office with a 
Chicago firm for 1,500,000 pounds 
of canned meat at record prices 
was referred to, and it was point- 
ed out, that even one such order 
would have done a great deal for 
Canada had we been in a pos- 
ition to supply the goods. 


THE MANGE QUESTION, 


Mr. T. M. Morgan a represen- 
tative of the Dominion govern- 
ment to whom is intrusted the 
work of inforcing the mange 
regulations, and eradicating that 
plague from Canadian herds, in 
a very able speech gave a mass 
of valuable information. He 
pointed out the work already 
accomplished, and made clear to 
the minds of many who appeared 
a little hazy on the subject, the 
exact meaning of the regulations 
recently issued from the Agrio- 
ultural Department, Ottawa, re- 
garding quarantine, dipping, &c. 
Some of the difficulties encounter- 
ed in enforcing the strict letter of 
the law were referred to, and as 
Mr. Morgan pointed out, indivi- 
dual cases might appear to press 
hardly in some instances, but the 
laws regarding the measures 
necessary to stamp out mange 
were really passed in the best in- 
terests of the stock-breeders and 
country generally. Mr. Morgan 
answered a number of questions, 
and if the various inspectors 
under his direction, whose duty 
itis to enforce the regulatione, 
display the same taut and ability 
as their chief, in handling this 
somewhat unpleasant subject, 
there can be no douct the regu- 
lations will be thoroughly well 
carried out, without any un- 
necessary hardship,and the result 
will be that before long mange 
will entirely disappear from the 
country. 


THE LIVE CATTLE TRADE, 


The chairman called upon Mr. 
W.R. Duncan Robinson of Jump- 
ing Pond, a gentleman who has 
recently visited England with the 
express object of examining the 
conditions of the live cattle ex- 
port trade, and also for tne pur- 
pose of enquiring into the pros- 
pects offered by the chilled beef 
trade for marketing Canadian 
cattle, to give the meeting the re- 
sult of his investigations. Mr. 
Robinson in a few brief words, 
very much to thé point, told: his 
experiences in shipping live cattle 
from his ranch west of Calgary to 
the British market. He found the 
business anything but a paying 
one, and was at a loss to under- 
stand the reason. On arriving in 
Liverpool and s-eing the con- 
ditions in which the cattle land- 
ed, he was no longer surprised at 
the poor prices obtained, and 
ceased to wonder at the unremun- 
erative nature of the business, 
that is, unremunerative from his 
point of view. He could only de- 
scribe the cattle as they left the 
gangway as “‘sorry objects” ind 
scarcely to be recugnized aa the 
same beasts, ae seen on their 
native pastures in the Canauian 
West. 


MR. BOWER OBJECTS, 


Mr. Robinson’s remarks called 
forth considerable diseussion and 
brought Mr. Bower,a member of 
the pork packing commission, to 
his feet. Mr. Bower objected to 
Canadian cattle being culled sorry 
objects and wanted to know why 
they could not be transported 
and landed in England in just as 
good condition as the cattle from 
the United States. Several other 
gentlemen spoke on this matter 
including ~Mr. Puffer and Mr. 
Stevens. The Live Stock com- 
missioner gave as one possible 
reason why Canadian cattle from 
the west might compare un- 
favorably, the fact that trans- 
portation is longer and not so 
expeditiously carried out as in 
the case from many of the States 
from which live stock are ex- 
ported. 

Mr. Jamieson also spoke in 
favor of establishing an export 
trade in chilled beef, but thought 
that the question should be con- 
sidered together with the Pork 
Packing business, as the handling 
of both cattle and hogs could well, 
be carried on _ together, 
worked much more economically 
and satisfactorily than would be 
the case with separate establish- 
ments. 

The chairman said that the 
strong movement which un- 
douktedly existed in favor of the 
dead meat export trade must not 
be considered as antagonistic to 
the live stock trade as some ap- 
peared to think. There was room 
for voth and the fittest would 
survive. His own opinion was 
that the metho of exporting alive 
would in course of time die a 
natural death, and would be 


superceded eventually by the 
more modern and __acientific 
method. 


MEAT EXPERT. 


As no questions were forth- 
coming, the President asked Mr. 
E.G. Palmer, who as you all 
know is largely responsible for 
crystalizir g the movement in this 
country, to address the meeting. 

He said it’ might not be ap- 
parent the movement was any 
further forward than at their last 
meeting, but he could assure them 
a good deal had been accom- 
plished; at the same time he 


and 


pointed .out they had _ still some 
distance to go and’ difficulties to 
surmount before they reach the 
final. goal. of a. thoroughly or- 
ganized system of chilling, 
packing and exporting for the 
whole Dominion, and which every 
one felt would materially hasten 
the development and increase the 
prosperity of this country. He 
said that he hoped at their next 
meeting the committee might 
have accomplished something not 
unworthy of the duty and task 
they had before them, as he felt 
that tha_.people of Canada 
were looking to them not only to 
prove that the establishment of 
the business’ would provide a 
better and more certain market 
for surplus stock of the country 
and stimulate greater production 
but also to devise a scheme of a 
practical nature to achieve this 
result, and be of real and lasting 
benefit to the, whole community. 

Mr. Palmer concluded by 
picturing the whole c.untry 
dotted over with chilling and 
packing plants and the owners of 
the soil more contented and pros- 
perous, strenuously and intelli- 
gently working in the develop- 
ment of the great natural re- 
sources of this land, and makes 
this country not only the granary 
but also the larder of Great 
Britain. He said it was an ideal 
worthy of great effort, and even 
some sacrifice, at the same time 
he warned his hearers that it 
could only be attained by unity 
of purpose, and that we should 
succeed just so far as we fixed 
our eyes upon the ideal we had 
before us and dismissed from our 
minds any petty jealousies and 
parochialisims which see no 
further than the Province in 
which they reside.
